Ohio Solons Ponder 
Governor's Budget 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) — The 
appropriations bill starts its trip 
throu gh the legislativ e mill this 
12th week of the 105 th Ohio Gen­ 
eral Assembly . 
This is the m easu re that pu ts 
it u p to law m ak ers: Do we go 
along with the gov ernor’s bu dget 
proposals for the nex t two y ears, 
or don’t we? 
A good share of the legislatu re’s 
work is done in com m ittee, and 
the state spending bill gets its 
coinbing-ov er in the Hou se and 
Senate finance com m ittees. Some­ 
times it comes throu gh v irtu ally 
u nscathed. Other times, lik e in 
1961, it em erges bearing little re ­ 
semblance to what went in. 
The present bill, calling for gen­ 
eral fu nd spending of almost $1.3 
billion between Ju ly I of this y ear 
and Ju ne 30, 1965 , was introdu ced 
last week by Rep. Ralph E. Fish­ 
er, R-Way ne, after Gov . Jam es 
A. Rhodes gav e his bu dget m es­ 
sage to the legislatu re. 
Fisher is chairm an of the 23- 
m ember Hou se Finance Commit­ 
tee. There’ll be a general discu s­ 
sion of the bill with Rhodes’ fi­ 
nance director, Richard L. Kra- 
bach, Tu esday at the first hear­ 
ing. 
Hearings are ex pected to con­ 
tinu e well into April. Bu t Fisher 
and Hou se Speak er Roger Clou d 
think there’s a chance it will be 
reported ou t of committee in time 
for a floor v ote in the Hou se be­ 
fore the end of April.

cepts of their fu nctions or of their 
obligations to the pu blic.” 
Manning noted that the hearing

to k now, and declared “ the bu si­ 
ness of American foreign policy is 
pu blic bu siness. Only a fraction 
of State

Ohio Solons Ponder 
Governor's Budget 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — The 
appropriations bill starts its trip 
through the legislative mill this 
12th week of the 105th Ohio Gen­ 
eral Assembly. 
This is the measure that puts 
it up to lawmakers: Do we go 
along with the governor’s budget 
proposals for the next two years, 
or don’t we? 
A good share of the legislature’s 
work is done in committee, and 
the state spending bill gets its 
coinbing-over in the House and 
Senate finance committees. Some­ 
times it comes through virtually 
unscathed. Other times, like in 
1961, it emerges bearing little re­ 
semblance to what went in. 
The present bill, calling for gen­ 
eral fund spending of almost $1.3 
billion between July I of this year 
and June 30, 1965, was introduced 
last week by Rep. Ralph E. Fish­ 
er, R-Wayne, after Gov. James 
A. Rhodes gave his budget mes­ 
sage to the legislature. 
Fisher is chairman of the 23- 
member House Finance Commit­ 
tee. There’ll be a general discus­ 
sion of the bill with Rhodes’ fi­ 
nance director, Richard L. Kra- 
bach, Tuesday at the first hear­ 
ing. 
Hearings are expected to con­ 
tinue well into April. But Fisher 
and House Speaker Roger Cloud 
think there’s a chance it will be 
reported out of committee in time 
for a floor vote in the House be­ 
fore the end of April.

Fighter’s Death 
Brings Call for 
End to Boxing 


Davey Moore Dies 
Of Injuries; Pope 
Deplores 'Barbarism '

The chorus calling for the out­ 
lawing of professional boxing grew 
louder today with the death of 
Davey Moore. 
A colorful boxing champion from 
Columbus, Moore died today in 
Los Angeles of injuries received in 
a fight last Thursday night that 
cost him his world featherweight 
title. 
Moore lapsed into a coma short­ 
ly after his bout with Sugar Ra­ 
mos and never regained consci­ 
ousness. 
Moore’s wife, Geraldine, 26, had 
maintained a bedside vigil in the 
hospital much of the time. She 
had become exhausted and was 
resting in a nearby room when 
death came at 2:20 a.m. 
A hospital bulletin said only 
doctors and nurses were present 
when the fighter succumbed to 
brain damage. 
Ironically, Moore, 29, gave up 
his title—and his life—in the city 
of his greatest triumph. It was 
here that he won the featherweight 
crown from Hogan (Kid) Bassey 
of Nigeria in 1959.

sobbed in an apologetic meeting 
with Mrs. Moore Sunday. The Cu 
ban-born boxer, a Mexico City 
resident, told Mrs. Moore how sor 
ry he was and said that he was 
“praying every night” for the re­ 
covery of his opponent in the tra­ 
gic bout 
Sunday, Pope John XIII called 
the sport of boxing barbaric and 
“contrary to natural principles/ 
At Lenten services in Ostia, Italy, 
the pontiff declared: “Christ en­ 
gaged in neither boxing nor poli­ 
tics.”

Brown has expressed similar op 
position to

and has 
called for its banishment in the 
state. 
Moore was knocked out by Ra­ 
mos in the 10th round.

place every IOO years. The vol­ 
cano erupted in the middle of it, 
increasing the fervor of devotees 
who believe that natural disasters 
will occur if they fail to purify 
themselves. 
There were more than 200 in­ 
jured and 65,000 left homeless in 
the disaster area. Once lush and 
green, it now is a vast desert of 
ash and mud.

Is Explained 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Assis­ 
tant Secretary of State Robert J. 
Manning said today it does not 
serve the government’s purpose 
“ to keep the public uninformed, 
or have it ill-informed by an ill­ 
informed press.”

Depart­ 
ment’s chief public information 
official, made the observation in 
testimony prepared for a House 
Government Operations subcom­

tion news policies. 
Manning, a former newspaper­ 
man, said that “ while the Amer­ 
ican press and the American gov­ 
ernment share identical devotion 
to the cause of their country and 
its interests, the two do not—can 
not—always share identica 
con­ 
cepts of their functions or of their 
obligations to the public.” 
Manning noted that the hearing

concern about the public’s right 
to know, and declared “ the busi­ 
ness of American foreign policy is 
public business. Only a fraction 
of State Department business—

ST. PAUL, Minn. (AP)—Demo­ 
crat Karl F. Rolvaag took over 
today as governor of Minnesota, a 
bittersweet reward for persistence. 
The four-year term to which he 
aspired in the election last Nov. 
6 has shrunk to three years and 
nine months. Not until last Satur­ 
day did Republican Gov. Elmer 
L. Andersen concede defeat. 
During the long weeks of a re­ 
count, Rolvaag sat in a drab 
basement office in the state Capi­ 
tol. Upstairs, the Republican-dom­ 
inated Legislature enacted laws 
and confirmed appointments by 
Andersen. 
Many 
state 
departments 
are 
headed by Republicans. Only two 
key appointments are open to Rol­ 
vaag. A few department heads 
have indicated a willingness to re­ 
sign. Others have said they don’t 
intend to budge. 
Rolvaag has told advisers he 
will demand the resignations of 
Tax 
Commissioner 
Rolland 
F. 
Hatfield 
and 
Highway 
Comis- 
sioner James C. Marshall, Ander* 
sen appointees. 
The Senate recently confirmed 
reappointment (rf Hatfield for a 
six-year term. Before his confir­ 
mation, he told a legislative com­ 
mittee he would not resign even 
if Rolvaag became governor and 
asked him to quit. 
Marshall, a frequent target ai 
Rolvaag criticism, is serving a 
four-year term that expires in 
April 1965. A retired Army gen­ 
eral, Marshall has said he intends 
to complete his term. 
Andersen has made many ap* 
pointments, mostly of a minor na­ 
ture — such as pharmacists and 
barbers named to state boards 
governing their professions. 
Hatfield and three other major 
appointees have been confirmed 
Ly the Senate. They are William 
Joyce, liquor control commission­ 
er; Lawrence McCabe, aeronau­ 
tics 
commissioner, 
and 
Gerald 
Bryan, banking commissioner. To 
force these men to resign, Rol­ 
vaag would have to prove mal­ 
feasance or nonfeasance. 
Rolvaag has told associates he 
intends to be cooperative and con­ 
ciliatory with Republicans in state 
office and the legislature. His mid­ 
dle name, Fritjof, translates from 
Norwegian as “Peacemaker.” 
Minnesota legislators are elect­ 
ed on a nonpartisan ballot but 
those caucusing as Conservatives 
generally are Republicans; Liber­ 
als are Democrats. Conservatives 
control both houses at the legis­ 
lature. 
Rolvaag, 49, said he doesn’t 
fear working with a Republican- 
dominated legislature. As lieuten­ 
ant governor from 1954 until the 
end of 1961, he presided over tho 
conservative Senate.

It said foreign aid will be neces­ 
sary in some form for years and 
that it needs cutting. The com­ 
mittee also suggested the govern­ 
ment demand far more self-help 
from those geting the aid. 
Total 
American 
foreign 
aid 
since the war is now almost $100 
billion. 
The report’s great emphasis on 
economy is fresh ammunition for 
those in Congress, like Rep. Otto 
Passman, D-La., who have been 
chopping down foreign aid re­ 
quests from presidents for years. 
But the report looks badly or­ 
ganized and poorly thought out. 
In one unsentimental and selfish 
spot it suggests a what’s-in-it-for- 
me American attitude in giving 
aid. 
The report put it this way: 


“Whether a country ought to re­ 
ceive aid from the United States 
is a question of our enlightened 
self-interest.’’ 
But in other places the report 
says that, even if the conflict with 
communism were over, aid should 
continue because this country tra­ 
ditionally has been concerned with 
the plight (rf the unfortunate. 
The report backed away from 
the basic question in urging the 
government to get tough on a 
country not doing enough to de­ 
velop itself. 
In such a case, if withdrowal 
of American aid meant a country 
might fall to communism, should 
the aid be withdrawn? It did say 
if Indonesia is to get help it 
should put “its house in order.” 
The report stresses the need for 
military help to countries closest 
to the Comunists and explains: 
“Several of them are carrying 
defense burdens far beyond their 
internal economic capacity and, 
are providing more than two mil 
lion armed men ready, for the 
most part, for any emergency

In complaining that 
most American allies were not 
sharing enough of the foreign aid 
burden, it said France was doing 
the best in this, and suggested 
Italy, Canada, the United Kingdom 
Germany and even France should 
do more, better. 
It said this country should cut 
down help for Spain and Portugal 
on whose territories the United 
States has bases. 
It has taken this country 300 
years to get as prosperous as it 
is under the free enterprise sys 
tem. 
Some 
backward countries 
may feel that they can’t wait that 
long and prefer trying democratic 
socialism. 
The report encouraged helping 
countries with free enterprise and 
warned 
about 
aid to Socialist 
countries, that is, those “estab 
lishing government-owned indus 
trial and commercial enterprise. 
But in almost the next breath it 
plugged for continuing aid to In­ 
dia although India is trying to 
come abreast of the 20th century 
by a system of democratic social 
ism. 


Business Hopes for Upsurge as Spring Comes 


NEW YORK (AP) — Business 
is in reasonably good shape after 
a rough winter, but hopes that 
warmer weather will bring an up­ 
surge in activity. 
Although the winter was one of 
the meanest of this century, busi­ 
ness generally didn’t suffer badly. 
Economic statistics coming out 
during the week were fairly good, 
corporate 
earnings 
reports 
in 
most cases were favorable and 
automobile and steel production 
mounted. 
An encouraging sign was the 
report by Martin R. Gainsbrugh, 
chief economist for the National 
Industrial Conference Board, that 
consumer demand is strong and 
shows no signs of slowing. 
He said that as the first quarter 
ended there were no indication 
of an incipient decline in business 
activity. However, he added that 
“the gain in aggregate economic 
activity currently and in prospect 
does not promise to resolve the 
sticky unemployment which has 
marred this recovery since it be 
gan two years ago.” 
New orders received by manu 
facturers 
of 
durable goods 
in 
creased 2 per cent to a record 
$17.1 billion in February. Trends 
in these orders provide econo­ 
mists with a clue to future factory 
production. 
New 
housing 
starts 
rose 
In 
February to an annual rate of 
1.28 million units, a gain of 4 per 
cent over January and up l l per 
cent over a year earlier. 
Personal 
income 
of 
nonfarm 
workers advanced in February to 
an annual rate of $450.8 billion 
compared with $431.9 billion in 
February 1962. It was $1.5 billion 
under the January level but that 
month saw a nonrecurring vet

rate. 
Automobile 
production 
kept 
rolling along at a higr rate w i t h 
output during the week estimated

Urged for State's Colleges 


COLUMBUS. Ohio CAP)—A re ­ 
search study of use crf available 
spare by state universities, re ­ 
leased today , suggests they would 
do well to adopt a 44-hour aca­ 
demic week to make better use 
of the facilities they already have. 
The 
$15,000 
study 
handed 
to 
House Speaker Roger Cloud by 
two 
Michigan 
State 
University 
professors 
pointed out that re ­ 
scheduling 
of classes 
could 
do 
much to relieve the present short­ 
age 
of 
classrooms 
and 
labora­ 
tories. 
The only glimmer that addition­ 
al money might be forthcoming 
to provide new university facili­ 
ties came from a flatfooted as­ 
sertion by Cloud that a proposal 
will be forthcoming soon to ex­ 
tend the life of a spacial one-cent- 
a-pack tax on cigarettes in order 
to provide a university building 
program of about $5 million 
a 
y ear for the next 14 y ears. 
What Cloud was proposing was 
an extension of a cigarette tax 
originally designed to pay off the 
issue of $150 million in bonds sold 
eight y ears ago to finance new 
university buildings, mental hos­ 
pitals and public schools. 
The fund, because of excess col­ 
lections. alway s has had a balance 
and the balance will continue 
to 
increase over the y ears, accord­ 
ing to Cloud. 
Figures from the office of the 
state treasurer project the cal- 
ance as high as $148.6 million by 
the time the last bond is paid off 
in 1977. 
Cloud declined to say outright 
to newsmen tba‘ a fuller use of 


classrooms plus the extension of 
the cigarette tax. is voters ap­ 
prove. would constitute the entire 
state effort in the next two y ears 
to expand university facilities. But 
neither did he offer any other solu­ 
tion. 
The 
Michigan 
State 
study of 
Ohio’s state-supported institutions 
of higher learning was conducted 
by John , Jam rich. professor of 
higher 
education 
and 
assistant 
dean of the College of Education, 
and Harold L. Dahnke, associate 
professor and director of space 
utilization. 
Their 38-page report is replete 
with 29 statistical tables largely 
comparing space use in Ohio uni­ 
versities with those in California 
and Michigan. 
The study indicates that nearly 
one • fourth of university class­ 
rooms in Ohio are bey ond repair 
or renovation. 
On the basis of a 44-hour week 
universities are using all 14,000 
available rooms only 53 per cent 
of the time—laboratories 
46 6 per 
cent and classrooms 56 8 per cent. 
The survey ors also pointed out 
that many classrooms are used far 
below capacity for small groups 
of 
students, 
such 
as 
graduate 
study seminars. 
Cloud, on tre basis of a one-hour 
briefing by Dr. Jam rich, said he 
feels university personnel could de­ 
vote more working hours during 
the week to university work. 
The survey ors estimated that in 
the next decade the Ohio institu­ 
tions of higher learning could use 
$217 million worth of construction. 
They 
figured 
the 
minimum 
at 


$120 million by 1972. 
The 
survey 
team 
found 
and 
recommended; 
‘‘—-The six Ohio state institu­ 
tions should give more careful at­ 
tention to sy stem atic scheduling 
relating size of class and capacity 
of room in which it meets. 
“ —Perhaps, more im portantly , 
attention should be given to the 
relatively large numbers of small 
classes, the data indicating that 
29.7 per cent of the class sessions 
were with enrollm ents of less than 
20 students. 
“ -—As new 
building 
are 
con­ 
structed. careful attention should 
be given to distribution of room 
capacities . . . (they ) should fit 
more closely the existing and fu­ 
ture class sizes. 
“—The institutions should strive 
for a more even distribution of 
room-period utilization by day s of 
the week and hours of the day . 
This would perm it serving more 
students in the present instruction­ 
al period. 
“—Evening and Saturday morn­ 
ing 
hours 
represent

World's Longest Land Frontier 
By John Chamberlain 


China’s Mao Tse-tung seems to 
be a man of considerable sardonic 
hum or which he is currently using 
<o give his supposed ally . Nikita 
Khrushchev, the scream ing meem- 
ies. 
The great Mao is not rem arka­ 
ble for his consistency : at one per­ 
iod he announces that he will “ let 
a hundred flowers bloom,” m ean­ 
ing that people are to feel free to 
w r i t e as they think; at another 
period he chops the heads off those 
who presume to differ with him. 
He invades India and then halts 
the invasion; he twits Khruscchev 
for “ cowardice” over Cuba, but 
he has not himself summoned the 
nerve to attack British - held Hong 
Kong or Portuguese Macao or the 
sm all i s l a n d s held by Chiang 
Kai-shek between Taiwan and the 
Chinese mainland. He 
is 
just as 
vulnerablle to the sardonic trust 
as Khrushchev — but it is the 
Soviet dictator, nort Mao Tse-tung. 
who is obviously doing the wincing 
these day s. 
The Mao technique is devilish. 
Ile floats rum ors that the Chinese 
are not at all satisfied wdth cer­ 
tain nineteenth - century treaties 
which ceded to Russia a corridor 
from the Lake Baikal region of Si­ 
beria to the port of Vladivostok 
and gave the Russians other P a­ 
cific maritim e territory . He calls 
into question the ancient Russian 
annexation of Chinese Turkestan. 
Then, when it is suggested by con­ 
ciliators that Mao and Khrushchev 
talk t h i n g s over, the Chinese 
dictator agrees to a meeting in Pei­ 
ping, to which Khrushchev could 
not go without losing face. 
The twitting of Khrushchev goes 
on against an ominous geographi­ 
cal a n d dem ographical 
ba ck- 
ground. It is often said that the 
longest unfortified land frontier in 
the world is the one that divides 
the United States and Canada. But 
tile land frontier between China 
and S o v i e t Russia is longer by 
a fourth as much again. It, too, is 
unfortified. The population of Chi­ 
na is said to be around 700 mill- 
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ion. That of Soviet Russia is a 
m ere 220 million — and the Russ­ 
ian birthrate has been going down. 
What if the 700 
million Chinese 
started to move north? 
When, during the Korean War, 
General MacArthur pleaded with 
Washington to perm it him to bomb 
the “ privileged sanctuary ” of the 
Red Chinese in Manchuria, the re­ 
quest was turned dowm for fear 
that it might bring Soviet Russia 
into the conflict. Whereupon Gen­ 
eral Charles Willoughby , Mac Ar­ 
thur’s chief of intelligence, pointed 
out that a s i n g l e bomb placed 
on a strategic portion of the Trans- 
Siberian Railway would effective­ 
ly isolate the Russians from their 
Red Chinese allies. The Russians, 
so General 
Willoughby 
recalled, 
couldn’t defeat the Japanese back 
in the early y ears of this century 
because of the Siberian distances 
involved. 
General Willoughby had obvious­ 
ly been looking at the map of in­ 
ner Asia, where the Trans-Siberian 
tracks parallel the Mongolian and 
the M anchurian borders for some 
three thousand miles. This stretch, 
which is r o u g h l y the distance 
between Portland, 
Maine, a n d 
Portland, Oregon, shows how ten­ 
uous is the linkage between t h e 
two ends of the Soviet Asiatic em ­ 
pire. To get off the hook of t h i s 
tenuousness the Russians are now 
making survey s for a second line. 
All of this must be on Khrush­ 
chev’s mind as he listens to Mao’s 
taunts.

Extended Academic Week 
Urged for State's Colleges 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—A re­ 
search study of use of available 
space by state universities, re­ 
leased today, suggests they would 
do well to adopt a 44-hour aca­ 
demic week to make better use 
of the facilities they already have. 
The 
$15,000 study handed to 
House Speaker Roger Cloud by 
two 
Michigan 
State 
University 
professors pointed out that re­ 
scheduling of classes could do 
much to relieve the present short­ 
age of classrooms and labora­ 
tories. 
The only glimmer that addition­ 
al money might be forthcoming 
to provide new university facili­ 
ties came from a flatfooted as­ 
sertion by Cloud that a proposal 
will be forthcoming soon to ex­ 
tend the life of a special one-cent- 
a-pack tax on cigarettes in order 
to provide a university building 
program of about $5 million a 
year for the next 14 years. 
What Cloud was proposing was 
an extension of a cigarette tax 
originally designed to pay off the 
issue of $150 million in bonds sold 
eight years ago to finance new 
university buildings, mental hos­ 
pitals and public schools. 
The fund, because of excess col­ 
lections, always has had a balance 
and the balance will continue to 
increase over the years, accord 
ing to Cloud. 
Figures from the office of the 
state treasurer project the oal- 
ance as high as $148.6 million by 
the time the last bond is paid off 
in 1977. 
Cloud declined to say outright 
to newsmen tha" a fuller use of 


classrooms plus the extension of 
the cigarette tax, is voters ap­ 
prove, would constitute the entire 
state effort in the next two years 
to expand university facilities. But 
neither did he offer any other solu­ 
tion. 
The Michigan State study of 
Ohio’s state-supported institutions 
of higher learning was conducted 
by John .

The surveyors also pointed out 
that many classrooms are used far 
below capacity for small groups 
of 
students, 
such as 
graduate 
study seminars. 
Cloud, on tre basis of a one-hour 
briefing by Dr. Jamrich, said he 
feels university personnel could de 
vote more working hours during 
the week to university work. 
The surveyors estimated that in 
the next decade the Ohio institu­ 
tions of higher learning could use 
$217 million worth of construction. 
They figured the minimum at 


$120 million by 1972.

CINCINNATI (A P)—It was just 
50 years ago this week that dis­ 
aster 
struck 
Ohio. 
It 
was 
the 
week the 1913 flood ripped through 
the state. 
It was 
the 
week 
that 
such 
rivers as the Great Miami, Little 
Miami, Scioto, Muskingum, Lick­ 
ing and others reached all time 
hi,h levels and boiled over their 
banks or through broken levees 
in the wake of torrential down­ 
pours. 
It was the week in which one 
newspaper described 
Dayton 
as 
being “ nothing but a seething riv­ 
er three miles wide.” And fire in 
the downtown district 
added 
to 
the destruction. 
It was the week in which every 
bridge across the Scioto in Colum­ 
bus except v,ne was swept away, 
virtually cutting Hie city in half, 
inundated by a break in the Lick­ 
ing River levee. 
It was a week in which Hamil­ 
ton and Middletown were isolated 
and threatened with almost com­ 
pleted inundation. 
And it was a week in which 
hundreds died in flood waters. 
To this day, no one knows for 
Mire 
how 
many 
lives 
actually 
were lost. A U.S. Geological Serv­ 
ice survey, made months after the 
flood, accounted for 367 dead in 
Ohio alone but most persons who 
had a hand in fighting the flood 
figure that was much too low. 
The Geological Service survey 
also 
estim ated 
the 
dam age 
in 
Ohio alone at alm ost $150 million. 
And it must be recalled that was 
1913—before the inflated dollar— 
so it would be impossible to fig­ 
ure 
what the 
sam e amount of 
property loss and dam age would 
amount to in dollars today. 
The Geological Service figured 
94 towns in Ohio were affected by 
the flood with more than 33,000 
buildings flooded. 
Hardly had the flood 
waters 
subsided than citizens, particular 
ly in the stricken Miami Valley 
moved to prevent such a disaster 
from ever happening again. 
A proposal was m ade at Dayton 
that not less than *2 million be 
raised for flood control work. With- 
in two weeks $2,160,000 had been 
pledged by private citizens and 
industry. 
And so was born the Miami 
Conservancy District and its flood 
protection system . The legislature 
passed a law permitting the cre3 
tion of conservancy districts and 
counties were authorized to create 
three-man 
boards 
to build 
and 
maintain flood control works. 
By 1918 work was started on 
five huge dam s in the Miami dis­ 
trict. They were completed five 
years later at a total cost of $33 
million. They were financed by a 
bond issue which was paid off 
through assessm ents against bn- 
fitting property. 
Not a cent of federal or state 
aid was sought or received and 
the last of the bonds were paid 
off in 1949. 
The dam s to hold back flood 
w aters are designed to provide 
protection for a flood 40 per cent 
greater than in 1913. 
There has been some flooding 
since then, of course, but never 
a recurrence of 1913 in the Miami 
Valley. Conservancy districts in 
other parts of the state also have 
helped prevent another 1913. Not 
even the 1937 flood on the Ohio 
River the worst in history there, 
brought a recurrence of 1913 to 
the Miami Valley. 
Next week cities of the valley 
will 
conduct 
extensive 
observ­ 
ances of the 50th anniversary of 
the flood and the resulting flood 
control work. 
Meetings and dinners are sched­ 
uled 
for 
Piqua, 
Troy, 
Dayton, 
Middletown and Hamilton. 
Although Ohio and the Miami 
Valley 
in 
particular 
bore 
the 
brunt of the 1913 flood they were 
not alone. Indiana. Kentucky, Illi­ 
nois, West Virginia, Pennsylvania 
and Tennessee were hit with In­ 
diana ranking next to Ohio in loss 
of life and property. 
In 
a 
five-day 
period, 
dating 
from 
March 
24—the 
day 
after 
E aster—nearly IO inches of rain 
fell within a com paratively sm all 


area of 3,672 aquare miles of the 
Great 
Miami 
Watershed 
above 
Hamilton. More than ll inches fell 
around Bellefontaine, nearly that 
much at Marion, and about seven 
inches af Columbus. 
The Great Miami was the first 
stream to reach alarm ing propor­ 
tions. At Dayton, the river crested 
af 29 feet within 48 hours—nearly 
eight feet higher than the prev­ 
ious record set in 18 66. 
The crest at Hamilton was 34.6 
feet or almost 13 feet higher than 
the previous record. 
The very speed with which the 
Great Miami and other stream s 
surged 
out 
their 
banks 
was 
a 
m ajor factor in bringing about the 
flood’s toll of death and property 
dam age. 
That was before the day of such 
extensive weather warnings as we 
now have. 
On March 25, the Dayton Daily 
News reported “ this is a city of 
anguish, terror and death.” Thou­ 
sands were trapped when a levee 
broke, sending flood waters roar­ 
ing into the business and resident­ 
ial districts. 
Then cam t the fire which swept 
through 
a 
portion 
of 
Dayton s 
downtown district. 
And so it was throughout much 
of the state. 
A 
reservoir 
above 
Hamilton 
broke, 
leaving 
thousands 
home­ 
less. Houses were reported tumb­ 
ling 
under the flood 
waters 
at 
Milford. Zanesville was hit by the 
Licking. 
Eleven 
were 
reported 
drowned 
at 
Frem ont. 
Middle­ 
town's business district was under 
water. 
Cincinnati 
bad 
no 
train 
connections in any direction ex­ 
cept south. 
Xenia, Wooster 
and 
Lebanon 
were hit. At Delaware if was re­ 
ported the Olentangy rose 21 feet 
in one day. 
At Dayton, John R. Patterson, 
president 
of the National 
Cash 
Register Co., becam e one of the 
flood heroes 
as 
he organized 
a 
relief committee and began herd­ 
ing thousands of refugees to the 
plant and other high areas. 
More panic cam e at Columbus 
with a false report the Griggs 
Dam had burst. Thousands fled 


to higher levels. By March 28 . 
Columbus was described in one 
newspaper 
account 
as 
“ a 
vast 
rescue cam p’’ with '‘interest lost 
in the number of dead as caring 
for the living becam e the m ajor 
concern.” 
By the morning of M a r c h 28 , 
crests from all stream s entering 
the Ohio River above Pt. Pleasant, 
W. Va., had reached the parent 
stream . Crests from the Wabash 
and Tennessee Rivers spilled into 
the Ohio March 29 and 30. 
The Wabash 
and 
its feeders 
broke all previous records, rang 
ing from 1.7 feet to 8 .1 feet above 
stages variously recorded in 18 75, 
18 8 3, 18 97 and 1904. 
Throughout Ohio and other sec­ 
tions of the Ohio Valley—in New 
port, Ky.; Hamilton, Dayton, Mid­

CINCINNATI (AP)—It was just 
50 years ago this week that dis­ 
aster struck Ohio. It was 
the 
week the 1013 flood ripped through 
the state. 
It was 
the 
week 
that 
such 
rivers as the Great Miami, Little 
Miami, Scioto, Muskingum, Lick­ 
ing and others reached all time 
hivh levels and boiled over their 
banks or through broken levees 
in the wake of torrential down­ 
pours. 
It was the week in which one 
newspaper described Dayton as 
being “ nothing but a seething riv­ 
er three miles wide.” And fire in 
the downtown district 
added 
to 
the destruction. 
It was the week in which every 
bridge across the Scioto in Colum­ 
bus except v/ne was swept away, 
virtually cutting tile city in half, 
inundated by a break in the Lick­ 
ing River levee. 
It wias a week in which Hamil­ 
ton and Middletown were isolated 
and threatened with almost com­ 
pleted inundation. 
And it was a week in which 
hundreds died in flood waters. 
To this day, no one knows for 
sure how 
many lives 
actually 
were lost. A U.S. Geological Serv­ 
ice survey, made months after the 
flood, accounted for 367 dead in 
Ohio alone but most persons who 
had a hand in fighting the flood 
figure that was much too low. 
The Geological Service survey 
also estimated 
the damage 
in 
Ohio alone at almost $150 million. 
And it must be recalled that was 
1913—before the inflated dollar— 
so it would be impossible to fig 
ure what the same amount of 
property loss and damage would 
amount to in dollars today. 
The Geological Service figured 
94 towns in Ohio were affected by 
the flood with more than 33,000 
buildings flooded. 
Hardly had the flood waters 
subsided than citizens, particular­ 
ly in the stricken Miami Valley 
moved to prevent such a disaster 
from ever happening again. 
A proposal was made at Dayton 
that not less than *2 million be 
raised for flood control work. With 
in two weeks $2,160,000 had been 
pledged by private citizens and 
industry. 
And so was born the Miami 
Conservancy District and its flood 
protection system. The legislature 
passed a law permitting the crea­ 
tion of conservancy districts and 
counties were authorized to create 
three-man boards to build and 
maintain flood control works. 
By 1918 work was started on 
five huge dams in the Miami dis­ 
trict. They were completed five 
years later at a total cost of $33 
million. They were financed by a 
bond issue which was paid off 
through assessments against bn- 
fitting property. 
Not a cent of federal or state 
aid was sought or received and 
the last of the bonds were paid 
off in 1949. 
The dams to hold back flood 
waters are designed to provide 
protection for a flood 40 per cent 
greater than in 1913. 
There has been some flooding 
since then, of course,, but never 
a recurrence of 1913 in the Miami 
Valley. Conservancy districts in 
other parts of the state also have 
helped prevent another 1913. Not 
even the 1937 flood on the Ohio 
River the worst in history there, 
brought a recurrence of 1913 to 
the Miami Valley. 
Next week cities of the valley 
win 
conduct 
extensive 
observ­ 
ances of the 50tfa anniversary of 
the flood and the resulting flood 
control work. 
Meetings and dinners are sched 
uled 
for Piqua, Troy, 
Dayton, 
Middletown and Hamilton. 
Although Ohio and the Miami 
Valley 
in 
particular 
bore 
the 
brunt of the 1913 flood they were 
not alone. Indiana, Kentucky, Illi­ 
nois, West Virginia, Pennsylvania 
and Tennessee were hit with In­ 
diana ranking next to Ohio in loss 
of life and property. 
In a five-day period, dating 
from 
March 
24—the day 
after 
Easter—nearly IO inches of rain 
fell within a comparatively small 


area of 3,672 square miles of the 
Great 
Miami 
Watershed 
above 
Hamilton. More than l l inches fell 
around Bellefontaine, nearly that 
much at Marion, and about seven 
inches at Columbus. 
The Great Miami was the first 
stream to reach alarming propor­ 
tions. At Dayton, the river crested 
at 29 feet within 48 hours—nearly 
eight feet higher than the prev­ 
ious record set in 1866. 
The crest at Hamilton was 34.6 
feet or almost 13 feet higher than 
the previous record. 
The very speed with which the 
Great Miami and other streams 
surged out their banks was a 
major factor in bringing about the 
flood’s toll of death and property 
damage. 
That was before the day of such 
extensive weather warnings as we 
now have. 
On March 25, the Dayton Daily 
News reported “ this is a city of 
anguish, terror and death.” Thou­ 
sands were trapped when a levee 
broke, sending flood waters roar­ 
ing into the business and resident­ 
ial districts. 
Then came the fire which swept 
through a 
portion 
of Dayton s 
downtown district. 
And so it was throughout much 
of the state. 
A 
reservoir 
above Hamilton 
broke, leaving thousands home­ 
less. Houses were reported tumb­ 
ling under the flood waters at 
Milford. Zanesville was hit by the 
Licking. 
Eleven 
were 
reported 
drowned 
at 
Fremont. 
Middle­ 
town’s business district was under 
water. Cincinnati bad no train 
connections in any direction ex­ 
cept south. 
Xenia, Wooster and Lebanon 
were hit. At Delaware it was re­ 
ported the Olentangy rose 21 feet 
in one day. 
At Dayton, John R. Patterson, 
president of the National Cash 
Register Co., becam e one of the 
flood heroes as he organized a 
relief committee and began herd­ 
ing thousands of refugees to the 
plant and other high areas. 
More panic came at Columbus 
with a false report the Griggs 
Dam bad burst. Thousands fled 


to higher levels. By March 28, 
Columbus was described in one 
newspaper account 
as “ a vast 
rescue camp” with “ interest lost 
in the number of dead as caring 
for the living became the major 
concern.” 
By the morning of M a r c h 28, 
crests from all streams entering 
the Ohio River above Pt. Pleasant, 
W. Va., had reached the parent 
stream. Crests from the Wabash 
and Tennessee Rivers spilled into 
the Ohio March 29 and 30. 
The Wabash and its feeders 
broke all previous records, rang­ 
ing from 1.7 feet to 8.1 feet above 
stages variously recorded in 1875, 
1883, 1897 and 1904. 
Throughout Ohio and other sec­ 
tions of the Ohio Valley—in New­ 
port, Ky.; Hamilton, Dayton, Mid­ 
dletown, 
Portsmouth 
and 
Mari­ 
etta, Ohio; Wheeling, Pt. Pleasant, 
Parkersburg and Huntington, W. 
Va.—^industrial plants lay cold and 
idle. 
Utilities failed; fuel and food 
became short and sanitation be­ 
came a major problem. At Day­ 
ton, the citizens’ relief committee 
ordered cesspools 
dug in back 
yards and Adjt. Gen. George H. 
Wood ordered residents to bury 
all refuse. 
Dead animals 
added to the 
health problem. 
A dead horse was found jam 
med behind a wall-type radiator 
in Dayton’s postoffice and it was 
estimated 1,420 horses perished. 
Temporary morgues on a “ zone 
basis” were established through­ 
out the city. 
Columbus had no street lights 
and street cars did not run. 
The Cincinnati, Hamilton and 
Dayton Railroad bridge collapsed 
at Hamilton as hundreds watch­ 
ed. The Jewel Theater at Second 
and Court Streets advertised “ ad- 
m i s s i o n , 5 cents.” The o n l y 
trouble was there was six feet of 
water around it which all but ob­ 
scured posters advertising its cur­ 
rent feature—a “ vitagraph two- 
part special” entitled “ Red and 
White Roses.” 
At Piqua, residents left their 
homes hoping for a better view 


of the flood but by the time they 
tried to get back the high waters 
had blocked the way. Two score 
or more were listed as having 
perished. 
But by the end of the week the 
water was subsiding and relief

Dr. Arthur E. Morgan, later to

“ The Miami Conservancy Dis­ 
trict is notable because of its en­ 
gineering features but it is none­ 
theless notable as an example of 
social cooperation.”

“Lassie” has now been renewed 
for its 10th season on CBS—con­ 
tinuing a remarkable family-type 
show in which the child actors 
grow up and sometimes move 
away, but in which the canine

Steel-Buying 


Rush Is On 


Consumers Fearful 
Of Possible Strike 


CLEELAND (AP) — A rush 
for 
steel 
is 
on as 
consumers 
scramble for tonnage in prepara­ 
tion for a possible strike in the 
industry, Steel Magazine reported 
today. 
The metal working weekly said 
backlogs 
are 
mounting 
every­ 
where—even in areas where steel- 
making exceeds consumption—al­ 
though the m arket is tightening 
faster in Chicago than in P itts­ 
burgh or the east. 
Deliveries have lengthened by 
about two 
weeks 
in the last 
month, with most mills now quot­ 
ing cold rolled 
sheets 
at 
six 
weeks and hot rolled sheets at 
four, it added. 
“Ford Motor Co. and other big 
users that have delayed hedge 
buying are going to place orders 
for May delivery which will boost 
their 
inventories 
substantially,” 
S t e e l 
said. 
“ General 
Motors 
Corp. and Chrysler Corp. will con­ 
tinue their planned buildups and 
may even request early shipment 
of some orders.” 
The magazine said the longer 
the 
United 
Steelworkers 
Union 
postpones its decision on reopen­ 
ing its contract “the greater the 
likelihood that this year’s inven­ 
tory buildup will match last year’s 
4.5 million tons.” It said about 5 
per cent of the steel shipped this 
month 
will 
go into inventories, 
boosting stocks by nearly a m il­ 
lion tons. 
Steel said odds are against a 
labor settlem ent by April 
and 
most observers doubt that agree­ 
ment will be reached on the key 
employment 
security 
issue 
by 
April 30. 
“ If the USW reopens the con­ 
tract on or after May , it may 
demand (I) tight restrictions on 
farmed out work, (2) higher over­ 
time pay, (3) an extended vaca­ 
tion program sim ilar to the one 
the can companies adopted last 
fall,” the trade journal said. 
The m agazine predicted a ninth 
consecutive weekly increase for 
this week in steel ingot produc­ 
tion. Output last week was esti­ 
mated at 2,260,000 tons, 
an 
in­ 
crease of .6 per cent over the 
previous week.

a picture of any one region. 
It’s been a trying winter in 
some places, coming after a na­ 
tionwide fright about the economy 
when the stock m arket plunged 
l i ’t May and June. But for all its 
spottiness the economy this spring 
looks better in most places. 
Of course, where the growth has 
been swiftest, as in the West and 
Southwest, communities still can 
see nothing but blue skies, while 
in other places the tone m ay be 
m ore one of quiet confidence than 
of exuberant predictions. 
Yet varied as are the regional 
economies, one thing they share 
in 
common: 
The 
belief 
that 
tim es aren’t really as bad as peo­ 
ple elsewhere may be saying, nor 
the future as precarious either for 
the nation or them selves. Crises, 
present or predicted, have lost 
m uch of their power to paralyze. 
Problems? Scads of them . New 
ventures and plans? Many com­ 
m unities 
are 
happily 
deep 
in 
them . And the one which doesn’t 
even 
have 
some 
planned 
or 
dream ed of is sick indeed. 
To judge how people are doing— 
and how they feel today—look at 
one of the m easuring sticks, de­ 
partm ent store sales. How people 
spend 
their 
money, 
and 
how 
much they spend, tells a lot. 
From January I to M arch 16 the 
volume in the 12 F ederal Reserve 
districts compares this way with 
a year ago: Boston up 5 per cent, 
New York up 2 per cent, Rich­ 
mond up 5, Atlanta up 8, Chi­ 
cago up 5, St. Louis up 3, Minne­ 
apolis up 3, Kansas City up 4, 
Dallas up 2, San Francisco up 6. 
The two districts that lag behind

National and international prob­ 
lems hit the entire nation. But the 
effect often varies widely among 
regions. 
Competition 
from 
imports 
is 
likely to be felt most in the old- 
time industrial areas and is most 
noticed along the three coasts. 
Textile, steel, oil, electronic cen­ 
ters feel it. Export limitations and 
competition in world m arkets up­ 
set agricultural sections as well 
as the mill towns. 
Labor strife often seems most 
acute in the older industrial sec­ 
tions and more easily shrugged off 
in growing new ones. 
Interest rates are always under 
debate by the money m anagers in 
Washington with an eye on the ef­ 
fect on the national economy and 
the 
United 
States' 
position 
in 
world financial centers. But the 
rates, in spite of the managing, 
vary a bit from section to section. 
Exploding economies like those of 
the F a r West need the most in­ 
vestm ent money. To get it from 
the older regions, they offer the 
highest yields. 
E asy money, or dear, can mean 
different things in different places. 
The im pact of either isn’t the 
sam e everywhere at all—whatever 
the best for the national economy 
m ay be.
